Finis Black w'as acquitted this af­ 
ternoon by a jury in the Pettis coun­ 
ty circuit court on a charge of the 
murder of Robert McGowan on the 
in silt of Saturday, Sept. 6, 1913. 
The casa, which 
was 
called for 
trial Monday 
morning, 
was rushed 
through and from 
the 
first it was 
thought by most every one hearing 
the evidence that Black w’ould either 
be freed of the charge or receive a 
light sentence for manslaughter. 
Evidence in the case was conclud­ 
er early in the forenoon, and follow­ 
ing arguments by Prosecuting Attor- 
Tty W. D. O’Bannon 
and Attorney 
Holmes Hall for the prosecution, and 
Attorney W. G. Lynch for the defend­ 
ant, Circuit Judge H. B. Shaln, in his 
instructions to the jury, recommend­ 
ed a verdict of manslaughter or ac­ 
quittal. 
The case went to the jury at noon 
{iud immediately after lunch 
delib­ 
erations were started. 
Only a few 
ballots were taken before a verdict 
was reached, and when Judge Shain 
returned to the court house at 1:20 
o’clock the jury, 
through 
Foreman 
James Gladbrook, reported. 
Black on being freed thanked his 
counsel ami the 
jury 
heartily, and 
the court room which was fairly well 
filled with people 
anxious to learn 
the outcome of the case, wras soon 
vacated. 
The bringing in of the verdict was 
followed by a real pathetic scene in 
tho court room. 
The mother of the 
toy that was slain, Mrs. 
McGowan, 
wlio attended the trial both Monday 
and today, when the court clerk read 
the verdict, arose and put her arms 
about Mrs. L. O. Wade, sister of the

She seemed glad of his release, as 
she had hoped that he would not be 
further punished for the killing of 
her son.

Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 20.—Prob­ 
ably one of the 
most 
constructive 
pieces of legislation in the last legis­ 
lature was the creation of the public 
service commission, which, 
with 
a 
very broad jurisdiction, is new car­ 
rying on investigation work for the h 
public welfare in Jefferson City and 
a1! over the state. 
The first annual report, which is 
now' on the press, reveals the very 
general jurisdiction and the fact that, 
when thoroughly organized, eight sep­ 
arate departments 
of 
investigation 
will exist, all along lines compara­ 
tively new in Missouri. 
Under one section of the law the 
commission is given the general su­ 
pervision of all railroads, street rail­ 
roads, express companies, all kinds 
of car companies, 
steamboat 
com­ 
panies operating upon the waters of 
this state and all other common car­ 
riers. 
The commission is required to 
keep informed as to their capitaliza­ 
tion, their franchises and the man­ 
ner in which their lines and proper­ 
ty, owned, leased, controlled or oper­ 
ated, are managed and operated, both 
with regard to adequacy and security 
of service and charter requirements. 
Another section places the services, 
rates and charges of all gas corpora­ 
tions, 
electric 
corporations, 
water 
corporations and municipalities un­ 
der the supervision of the commis­ 
sion. 
Another part of the law places 
elegraph and telephone corporations 
under the supervision and jurisdic­ 
tion of the commission, as well as 
heating companies. 
Another interesting branch of the 
work, which, it is said, hag practically 
imid the expenses of the oommission 
to date, is the supervision of the is­ 
suance and approval of all stocks, 
bonds, notes and other indebtedness 
issued by such corporations and util­ 
ities. Within its jurisdiction the com­ 
mission can determine and fix just 
and 
reasonable 
rates, 
fares 
and 
charges of all corporations and utili­ 
ties. 
At the doge of tike year. December 
SI, 1913, there were 877 corporations, 
municipalities 
and 
individuals 
en­ 
gaged in serving the public in Mis­ 
souri in some capacity that by opera­ 
tion of the law placed them under the 
supervision of the commission. 
Of 
these 426 were telephone companies, 
155 were electric 
corporations 
and 
municipalities, and 99 
wore 
steam 
railroads either operating or leased. 
One of the lines of general inter­ 
est to every Missourian is the valua­ 
tion work. 
Among the first things 
done by the commission was a valu­ 
ation of the electric light company at 
Springfield to be used in a rate com­ 
plaint filed by certain business firms 
of that city. 
This case is now' pend­ 
ing. 
Since the engineering department 
was organized September last valua­ 
tions of the following companies are 
being 
made:

Bonne Terre railroad, Cape Girardeau 
& 
Northern 
railroad,

North 
Arkansas 
railroad, 
Missouri 
Southern railroad, Kansas City; Clay 
County & St. Joseph Interurban rail­ 
road, Cassville & Western railroad. 
AU of the railroad valuations ex­ 
cept the Cassville & Western are be­ 
ing made for rate making purposes. 
The valuation of the latter company 
is being made on application to issue 
stocks and bonds. 
The interurban 
railroad valuation is made to enable 
the commission 
to

whether 
commutation tickets should be given 
by said road. 
The commission is now making a 
valuation of the telephone exchanges 
of the Southwestern Telegraph and 
Telephone company at St. Louis and 
Caruthersville for the p urposed rate 
making. 
The Ozark Power and Wa­ 
ter company is being valued for a 
bond issue. The commission recently 
made a valuation and audit of the 
electric light plant at Kirksville in a 
rate case which is now pending.

they restore two discharged employes 
Engineer James A. Lynch and Con­ 


ductor F. A. Slade, to their former 
positions. 
All strikers will return to, 
duty at once. 
G. W. W. Hanger, a member of tile 
Federal Bon rd ot Mediation and Con­ 
ciliation, brought about 
the 
agiee- 
'mcnt. 
As a result cf the dispute over the 
two discharged employes, 5,060 men 
quit work and the entire system was 
tied up all day. 
The settlement was reached only 
after Mr. Hanger had t-uggested to 
the company officials that they yield 
to tlr’-demands of the men. Arbitra­ 
tion, ho declared, was impossible. 
Practically normal conditions were 
restored before midnight. 
As soon as Clifford S. Sims, vice 
president aud general manager of the 
railroad, and. union officials had sign­ 
ed the agreement, ordeis were sent

re lier t for work as 
quickly aa possible. 
Many crews that 
had been tied up at terminal points 
were notified by telegraph to resume 
their runs without reporting here.

to solve this problem sprang the doc­ 
trine of the Trinity. * * * Trinity is a 
very marked feature in Hindooism. and 
Is discernible In Persian.

A Trade Commission. 


The opinion of the country would in 
stantly approve of such a commission 
It would not wish to see it* empowered 
to make terms with monopoly or in 
any sort to assume control of business, 
as if the government made itself re­ 
sponsible. It demands such a commis­ 
sion only as an indispensible instru­ 
ment of information and publicity, aa 
a clearing house for the facts by which 
both the public mind and the manag­ 
ers of great business undertakings 
should be guided and as an instrumen­ 
tality for doing justice 
to 
business 
where the processes of the courts or 
the natural forces of correction outside 
the remely to the wrong*in a way that 
will meet all the equities and circum­ 
stances of the case, 
‘‘Produenig industries, for example, 
which have passed the point up 
o 
which combination may be consistent 
With the public interests and the frea- 
iom of trade, cannot always be dis­ 
sected into their component units* as 
readily as railroad companies or simi­ 
lar organizations can be. Their 
inso­ 
lation by ordinary legal process may 
oftentimes 
involve 
financial 
conse­ 
quences likely to overwhelm the se­ 
curity market and bring upon it break- 
lown and confusion. There ought to be 
an administrative commission capable

Other Questions. 
Other questions remain which will 
need very thoughtful and practical 
treatment. Enterprises, in these mod­ 
ern days of great individual fortunes 
are oftentimes interlocked, not by be­ 
ing under the control of the same di­ 
rectors, but by the fact that the great* 
er part of their corporate stock i9 
owned by a single person or group 
of persons who are in some way inti­ 
mately related in interest 
We art 
agreed, I take it, that holding compa­ 
nies should be prohibited, but what of 
the controlling private ownership of 
individuals 
or 
actually 
co-operate 
groups of Individuals. 
Should private 
owners of capital stock be suffered to 
be themselves in effect holding com­ 
panies. 
W do no wish, I suppose, to 
forbid the purchase of stocks by any 
person who pleases to buy them in 
such quantities as he can afford, or in 
any way arbitrarily to limitt the sale 
of stocks to bonafide purchasers. Shall 
we require the ow ners of stock, w’hen 
their voting power in several compa­ 
nies which ought to be independent ot 
one another would constitute actual 
control, to make selections in wnlch 
of them they will exercise their rights 
to vote? 
This question I venture for 
your consideration. 
Fair Play for All. 
There is another matter in which’ im* 
perative considerations of justice and 
fair play suggests thoughtful remedial 
action. Not only do many of the coif* 
binations effected or sought to be ef* 
footed in the industrial world work 
an injustice upon the public in gener* 
a1; they also directly and seriously in* . 
jure the individuals who are put out of 
business in one fair way or another 
by the many dislodging and extermin­ 
ating forces of combination. 
I hope 
that we shall agree in giving private 
individuals who claim to have been in* - 
jured by these processes the right to 
found their suits for redress upon the 
facts and judgments proved and en­ 
tered in
